ATTEMPTS to save 
Oswestry’s leading music 
venue have failed. 

The Ironworks closed on 
Tuesday - but owners hope 
it will only be temporary. 

Owners Steve and 
Roslynn Gore said they had 
to close after being baffled 
by apparently conflicting 
legal orders. 

But the Gores have said 
they hope the closure will 
only be short while they 
decipher confusing legisla¬ 
tion. 

“It’s very difficult to deal 
with because I don’t really 
know about the legal stuff,” 
Mr Gore admitted. 

“Shropshire Council did 
designate the Ironworks as a 
building of community value 
under the Localism Act 
2011, meaning we would 
have six months to raise 
money to buy out the bank. 

“We withdrew the Iron¬ 
works from auction earlier 
this month - the sale would 
have been stopped anyway 
because of the act. 

“We advised the bank and 
they have responded by 
serving notice on us under 
the Property Act 1925, 
which is a quick and easy 
way for the banks to get hold 
of mortgaged property.” 

Mr Gore said the two 
orders now meant that while 
the Ironworks could not be 
sold for six months, the 
bank could take out all of 
the contents and sell them. 

Mr Gore said he will also 
be seeking further advice. 

The Save The Ironworks 
campaign, launched at the 
start of August, is continu¬ 
ing despite the current clo¬ 
sure. 

Man denies 
rape charges 

A MAN has denied two 
charges of raping a woman 
in an alleyway in Welshpool. 

Mathew James, 27, of 
Llandinam, appeared at 
Mold Crown Court last Fri¬ 
day, where he denied the two 
charges relating to the early 
hours of July 21. 

He was given conditional 
bail until his trial, which is 
expected to last two days, 
at the same court from 
March 10. 


STREET BOOZING 


A MAJOR crackdown on street boozing and anti-social 
behaviour in Welshpool has been launched by the region’s 
Police and Crime Commissioner. 

Christopher Salmon said he had received dozens of complaints about people 
drinking on the town’s streets and has vowed to do all he can to bring an end to 
the problem. 

Mr Salmon met residents of the town during a surgery held at Powys County Council’s 
Neuadd Maldwyn offices this week and said afterwards that anti-social behaviour had 
been a common complaint. He said: “I am very aware that one of the main concerns people 
in Welshpool have is anti-social behaviour and in particular drinking in the street. 

“My task is working with the chief con¬ 
stable to tackle this by freeing up officers 
from red tape that keeps them chained to 
the desk and instead get them out on the 
street engaging with the community and 
tackling the problem head on. 

“I am working hard to do this and want 
to see patrols stepped up as a matter of 
urgency.” 

Mr Salmon added that the situation had 
improved in recent months, with only three 
calls received in July and none in August, 
but said the Neighbourhood Police Teams 
were working hard in the community to get 
the message across. 

Patrols 

He said: “High visibility patrols have 
been carried out in the town in known prob¬ 
lem areas and bilingual signs have been 
erected to warn people.” 

He added that shop keepers have also 
been spoken to and people seen drinking 
have been spoken to by officers. 

Mr Salmon, who was elected as commis¬ 
sioner for Dyfed-Powys Police in November, 
said he had enjoyed meeting residents and 
felt it was vital to find out how the police 
can work better in the town. 

He said: “It is a pleasure being in Welsh¬ 
pool and the surgeries are absolutely vital 
for me to meet face to face with residents 
and find out the issues which really concern 
them. 

“Rural policing matters and how the force 
can work better with outside organisations 
are two of the most regularly raised topics 
and people’s concerns will be added to my 
2013-2018 Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime 
Plan. 

“At my surgery I heard ideas and views on 
how communities can help us move for¬ 
ward. Key issues may include police acces¬ 
sibility and rural policing. 

“This was people’s chance to have their 
say and to tell me what they want from 
policing services. 

“I’m listening and welcome all thoughts 
on key issues that affect our local commu¬ 
nities.”

Public to get 
their say on 
pylon plans 

A RAFT of public consultation events over 
controversial plans to link windfarms in 
Mid Wales to the national power supply in 
Shropshire have been announced by 
National Grid bosses. 

The 33-mile 400 kv line will run from a 
substation near Cefn Coch, Llanfair Caere- 
inion, and feature eight miles of under¬ 
ground cables through the Meifod Valley 
near Oswestry under plans announced by 
National Grid last week. 

In other areas, National Grid is proposing 
overhead lines and will be considering the 
new T-pylon, which is about 15 metres 
shorter than traditional steel lattice pylons. 

If the windfarms are giving planning per¬ 
mission when a continuing public inquiry 
ends, the line will run to the north of Llan¬ 
fair Caereinion before being buried under 
the ground as it travels through the Meifod 
Valley. 

It will emerge again close to Llansantf- 
fraid before turning west to cross the A483 
trunk road between Four Crosses and 
Llanymynech on the Shropshire border. 

National Grid is consulting until Novem¬ 
ber 29 and say the events mean people can 
ask questions and pick up information for a 
number of days in each village.

WORK will begin on new 
homes on the site of the infa¬ 
mous Swan Lane flats in 
Oswestry in the new year. 

The flats were at the cen¬ 
tre of a major operation two 
years ago when police 
cracked down on use of the 
drug, GHB. 

After the residents were 
rehoused, the flats were 
demolished earlier this year 
as part of a project between 
Shropshire Towns and Rural 
Housing and Shropshire 
Council to provide rented 
and affordable housing in 
and around the Oswestry 
area. 

There will be 15 three- 
bedroomed and four two- 
bedroomed homes as well as 
a bungalow which has 
already been allocated for 
supported living. 

As part of the Affordable 
Housing Programme, there 
will be another four homes 
at Sefton Place and Gatacre 
Avenue and two in Gate 
Street in Oswestry. A dozen 
will be allocated as afford¬ 
able rental and seven for low 
cost ownership. 

Shropshire Council has 
applied for permission to 
close one of the roads that 
ran through the complex. 

Sue Adams, managing 
director of Shropshire 
Towns and Rural Housing, 
said: “The site is scheduled 
to commence in January. 

“This will make a positive 
change for the better, for the 
lives of the tenants and for 
the surrounding area.”

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Pub to be 
converted 
into flats 
and house 

A PUB near Oswestry which 
has been closed for the past 
18 months is set to be con¬ 
verted into housing. 

The Hart And Trumpet, 
next to Gobowen railway 
station in Station Road, shut 
in January 2012 and since 
then has been used as a pri¬ 
vate home. 

Shropshire Council has 
now given planning permis¬ 
sion to convert the building 
into four apartments and a 
house. 

Land at the back of the 
pub has also been ear¬ 
marked for homes, with out¬ 
line planning permission 
granted for up to eight semi¬ 
detached houses 

Under the plans, the pub 
will be split into a three bed¬ 
room house and four apart¬ 
ments. 

But the history of the pub 
will be reflected in the 
names of the new accommo¬ 
dation, which will be called 
Hart House and Trumpet 
Apartments. 

The plans have been 
drawn up by Littlemoors 
Developments. 

Paul Jones, agent for Lit¬ 
tlemoors, said although the 
building wasn’t listed, the 
developers recognise that it 
is a local landmark. 

“It is an important fea¬ 
ture of the village and 
stands as a testament to the 
success of the railways in a 
different era,” he said. 

“The developer plans to 
retain the original appear¬ 
ance as much as possible. 
The design will be carefully 
undertaken to ensure that 
the houses are seen as an 
enhancement to the area.” 

Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council had 
expressed concern because 
of the number of homes 
planned for the development 
and its location next to the 
busy road and railway level 
crossing.

Health chiefs will 
meet councillors 
over NHS changes 

HEALTH chiefs from Shropshire will meet councillors in 
Welshpool to discuss possible changes to NHS services such 
as A&E. 

Welshpool Town Council said a senior member of the 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust will attend its 
meeting in October to explain to councillors in detail about 
an ongoing review of health services. 

But last night the town council planned to discuss situa¬ 
tion at its full council meeting. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, said: “The council 
requested at the last meeting for a senior member of the 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust to meet with 
them so that a full understanding of the review can take 
place. 

“The consultation is due to continue for approximately 
six months. Contact has been made with the trust and a 
senior member will be able to be in attendance at our Octo¬ 
ber full council meeting on October 23.” 

Last week it was revealed that more than 10,000 people 
have signed a petition urging hospital bosses to keep A&E 
and stroke services at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

It is one of a number that have been set up in Shropshire, 
Telford and Mid Wales following comments by Peter Her¬ 
ring, chief executive of Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust. 

He warned it would be “unrealistic” for both the Royal 
Shrewsbury and Princess Royal hospitals to continue deliv¬ 
ering 24/7 specialist services, such as A&E and intensive 
care, in future. 

The online petition was launched by Powys County Coun¬ 
cillor Joy Jones, who is a member for Newtown and friend 
Vicky Ruff-Cock.

Councillor Williams asked: “Having 
attended the recent health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee that considered Councillor 
Barker’s decision to close two day centres 
for adults with learning difficulties and 
having witnessed the distress of carers 
who all spoke of their lack of knowledge 
of plans to close the day centre where 
their family member attended, would 


Councillor Barker agree that the consul¬ 
tations that had been undertaken in the 
lead up to his decisions were flawed? 

“If Councillor Barker believes the con¬ 
sultations were not flawed, could he 
explain how large number of carers who 
attended the scrutiny meeting were so ill- 
informed about such a fundamental 
fact?” 

In his response, Councillor Barker said 
that he did not believe the process was 
flawed. 

He added: “I also do not accept that the 
numbers of people who attended the 
scrutiny meeting were significant or rep¬ 
resentative of the majority of families 
whose relatives attend day services.”

History centre 
plan is revealed 
for workhouse 

PLANS have been revealed for a new his¬ 
tory centre and reception area at Llan- 
fyllin’s historic Victorian workhouse. 

The proposals for the listed building have 
been lodged by Llanfyllin Dolydd Building 
Preservation Trust, a group of volunteers 
who have been working to create a commu¬ 
nity, arts and tourism centre. 

Papers lodged with Powys County Council 
outline the plans for the building. They 
include a visitor reception area in one of the 
rooms at the workhouse, featuring display 
panels providing an introduction to its his¬ 
tory . 

The work would see the threshold at the 
building’s entrance lowered to allow wheel¬ 
chair access. 

Powys County Council is expected to 
make a decision later this year. 


Miss Griffiths, who went to school with 
Price, recognised him when he and his 
brother Chris Price approached her and her 
partner just after 11.30pm last Saturday. 

Mrs Kate Price, prosecuting, said the 
brothers began arguing with Mr Harris 
near to Sports Direct in Cross Street. 

She said: “Mark Price shouted I will burn 
your house down. He reached into his 
pocket and said I’ve got a knife, I will slash 
your throat.” 

A statement from Miss Griffiths said: “A 
car stopped and Mark and Chris got into the 
car but Mark got out again and ran at us. It 
really worried me and I am worried for my 
family.” 

Police attended to arrest Mark Price but 
he refused to move. 

Miss Price said: “He grabbed on to the 
sergeant’s baton and only calmed down 
when CS gas was used.” 

She said Price had previous convictions 
for drug offences and failing to surrender to 
custody. 

Mr Steven Scully, for Price, said his client 
should be given credit for making an early 
guilty plea. 

“This wasn’t an occasion where he went 
out looking for trouble,” he said. 

He added: “Whilst under the influence of 
various things he made some silly throw 
away comments. ” 

Magistrates bailed Price to return to 
Shrewsbury Crown Court on October 15.

ABOUT 2,000 people turned 
out to view and bid on a 
diverse collection of vintage 
vehicles and machinery 
which went under the ham¬ 
mer at a farm near 
Oswestry on Saturday. 

The visitors browsed 650 different 
lots at The Brow Golf Club in Welsh 
Frankton, near Ellesmere, which 
used to be Brow Farm until the mid 
1990s. 

The farm was run by former 
blacksmith Alf Strange and his wife 
Vera, who ran a working smithy and 
farming museum until Mr Strange’s 
death in 2000. 

Mrs Strange died in April last year 
and the golf club is now run by the 
couple’s son Alan who described his 
father as “a great hoarder.” 

Items that went under the ham¬ 
mer included a collection of large 
dolls’ houses, a vintage motorbike, 
horse-drawn ploughs, a complete 
blacksmithing forge, and a large 
bath taken from a squire’s house. 

The items were spread out across 
the golf course green, in barns and 
sheds, and in the yard near to the 
clubhouse. 

Auctioneer Allen Gittins took 
more than eight hours to work his 
way through the lists, with bidding 
on some items of farm machinery 
fiercely contested. 

Alan Strange described the day as 
“hugely successful.” 

He said: “The day went very well 


indeed. In the region of 2,000 people 
attended with some travelling from 
as far as Cornwall and Scotland - 
from one extreme to the other. 

“It was a very busy day but all the 
lots were received well and they 
achieved good prices. It was also 
nice because we had really good 
weather which really added to the 
occasion.” 

Mr Strange said the star item was 
his father’s Morris 8 Vintage Tourer 


which sold for £7,800. The vehicle 
was very popular and received a lot 
of interest,” he said. “It really is a 
beautiful car and a lot of people 
showed an interest. 

“The star novelty item was a 100- 
year-old mousetrap which went for 
£230 which is astonishing really see¬ 
ing as though it’s just a small block 
of wood but it was very sought after. 

“The bidding was also competitive 
on the tractors with the Bristol 


Crawler, which is like a mini JCB, 
achieving £1,350. It was a very old 
track machine and fetched a lot 
more than we thought it would. 

“But in general there was active 
bidding on all the items and the 
prices were good.” 

Mr Strange said he was shocked 
at the turnout. 

“We estimated 500 people would 
come but with the internet word 
spreads so quickly,” he said.

Police and Crime Commissioner Christo¬ 
pher Salmon was in town on Tuesday and, 
in an exclusive interview with The Chroni¬ 
cle, he promised a major crackdown on 
street boozing and anti-social behaviour. 

He has received dozens of complaints 
about people drinking on the town’s streets 
and has vowed to do all he can to bring an 
end to the problem. 

But only time will tell if his promise to get 
more bobbies back on the beat to tackle the 
issue will come to fruition. History tells us 
that such declarations might turn out to be

shallow promises. The worrying thing is 
that he thinks that because there were no 
telephoned complaints during August the 
problem is going away. 

Welshpool’s street problems are a rela¬ 
tively new phenomenon and are clearly 
linked to the influx of newcomers with a 
culture of drinking in public. 

Groups of drinkers congregate daily and 
are clearly intimidating to others. The open¬ 
ing of a new low-cost shop in Berriew Street 
has now led to the arrival of drinkers to a 
new location - the seated area at the nearby 


car park entrance. The town council is to be 
congratulated for helping local police tackle 
the issue by gathering as much evidence as 
possible - now it is up to members of the 
public to respond. 

None of us should be afraid to report any 
incidents of anti-social behaviour. After all 
the Police Commissioner himself has vowed 
his support and we must give him the evi¬ 
dence that he craves.

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HOW DO I SET UP POWER OF ATTORNEY TO LOOK AFTER INCAPACITATED MOTHER’S AFFAIRS? 


Q: My mother was admitted to hospital several weeks ago. Her condition has since deteriorated to the point where I have now been told that it is 
extremely unlikely she will ever be able to return home and look after herself or manage her own affairs. The doctor has advised me to get a Power of 
Attorney. What do I need to do? 

A: A Lasting Power of Attorney is a document which enables someone in your mother’s situation to appoint someone to manage her affairs for her. 
There are two types of Lasting Powers of Attorney, one which deals with Property and Affairs and the other with Health and Welfare. 

Before your mother can complete either, you would need to establish that your mother has the legal capacity to understand such a document. Her GP 
should be able to confirm this for you. Assuming that your mother has this capacity, she would need to decide which form of Lasting Power of Attorney 
she required (she could have both) and who to appoint as her Attorney. She can appoint one or more people as her Attorney and there is nothing to stop 
you from acting, either alone or jointly with another. 

She would also need to appoint someone to sign the Lasting Power of Attorney, to confirm that she understands the document and has not been unduly 
pressured into entering into it. This person is called a Certificate Provider. Once completed by all parties the Lasting Power of Attorney would need to be 
registered with the Office of the Public Guardian. Only after it has been registered may the powers under the Lasting Power of Attorney be exercised. 

If your mother’s GP decides she does not have capacity, however, you would need to apply to the Court of Protection to be appointed her Deputy.

Town council to take over 
running of public toilets

PUBLIC toilets in Welshpool will be taken over by the town council after county council 
chiefs unveiled plans to save almost £1 million a year. 

Powys County Council says it is trying to get rid of its 38 public toilets to save the 
£980,000 a year in running costs. 

Now Welshpool Town Council has stepped in and has become the first local council to 
take over the running of the toilets in Church Street, Berriew Street, and the market. 
Robert Robinson, town clerk, said: “The town council is taking over the public toilets. 
“The council is not aware at the moment of any other town or community council in 

Montgomeryshire that has made a decision 
to take over their toilets. 

“We will maintain the toilets and give 
them a deep steam clean before opening and 
they will be monitored on a daily basis more 
than once a day.” 

The county has a total of 67 public toilets 
- some owned and operated by Welsh gov¬ 
ernment, others run by community groups 
including town and community councils, 
while 38 are owned by the local authority. 

In addition, there are 30 private toilets 
run by businesses in Powys, such as cafes, 
which are open to the public. 

They are funded by a Welsh government 
community toilet grant scheme. 

Councillor Barry Thomas, who is respon¬ 
sible for the environment on Powys Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet, said it had transferred public 
toilets to community groups in the past. 

He said the authority was looking to 
extend the scheme for the remaining 38 toi¬ 
lets directly managed by the county council. 

“Groups taking on the facilities would 
receive a council grant for the service,” he 
added. 

“If community groups are not interested 
in managing the facilities then unfortu¬ 
nately the council will be forced to close 
them at the end of October. 

“If there is no interest after that date the 
facilities will be declared surplus by March 
2014.” 


Time running 
more slowly 
in Welshpool 

WELSHPOOL is running about five min¬ 
utes slower than the rest of Wales, accord¬ 
ing to the town hall Clock. 

Earlier in the summer the warm temper¬ 
atures were blamed for the clock, which 
went through a costly refurbishment last 
year, losing time. But when it started losing 
time again last week, the council conceded 
the cause may be something more serious. 

“It was put right earlier in the summer 
but there does seem to be a problem again,” 
said a Town Council spokesperson. “It is a 
very old clock so we have asked the contrac¬ 
tors to come back and have a look at it to 
see what is causing the problem.” 

Last year pigeons were blamed for the 
clock’s inconsistency and it was cleaned up 
as part of an overall renovation of the town 
hall.

poor earnings or high living costs, isolation 
or disability. 

“We’re now ready to start writing our 
first community plan which will set out in 
detail how we will use the money to make 
the most of our opportunity.”

Oil painter Karl Robinson-Bray will be 
showing his techniques as well, as he is cur¬ 
rently working daily in an historic studio 
space next to the Willow Gallery where a 
variety of his landscapes and scenes of rural 
and village life are being exhibited.

In recent months, more than 1,400 cases 
have been taken to court, recovering more 
than £10,000 in avoided fares. 

Christine Ashford, from Friends of Chirk 
Station, welcomed the fresh crackdown. 

She said: “I think it has to be done unfor¬ 
tunately because it does go on. 

“It is possible to get on the train from 
some stations without paying, especially the 
smaller unmanned ones, and I suppose if 
you hide from the attendant or if the train 
is busy you might not be asked for a ticket 
before you get off. 

“It is not fair that some passengers decide 
not to pay while others do. The majority of 
passengers are honest but there are some 
who try to get away with it.” 

Peter Northcott, head of revenue protec¬ 
tion and security at Arriva Trains Wales, 
said: “Our message really is that people may 
think they are clever trying not to buy a 
ticket but it’s not so clever when they are 
faced with a prosecution and a fine. 

“Those who are caught and prosecuted 
are generally facing fines of around £400. 

“We also want to remind passengers that 
having a prosecution can possibly have a 
knock-on effect on future job prospects or 
applications for financial products such as 
loans and mortgages. 

“We are clamping down on fare evasion 
because it has an impact on the amount of 
revenue that we can invest back into the 
network to improve passenger services.”

Times have been tough in the 
recession in market towns but 
CLAIRE DUNN discovers how 
the traders in Oswestry are 
determined to fight back 

THE wind of change is blowing in 
Oswestry. 

The nod has just been given for the market 
town’s first major out-of-town shopping and 
entertainment development. 

A Morrisons superstore, a multi-screen cin¬ 
ema and a series of restaurants and retail units 
and a new livestock market are to be built on 
the site of town’s livestock market. But the 
scheme has not been without controversy, 
largely because of fears about the effect its cre¬ 
ation would have on the town centre. 

There are concerns that people will come to 
Oswestry and use the development without 
venturing into and spending their money in the 
town. But there are others that welcome the 
development as a sign that the town is moving 
forwards. 

In the centre, there are just a few hints that 
Oswestry, like so many other towns across the 
country, has been affected by the recession. 
Cross Street starts with a small collection of 


empty shops. However, before you know it, you 
reach a bustling, lively town centre which sees 
traditional high street names mingling with an 
abundance of independents. 

According to those that work there, 
Oswestry is a town which, in the wake of a 
painful economic downturn, is proudly holding 
its own. Indeed the green shoots of growth are 
there, say some. One independent trader, Yossi 
Gliksman, has run a business in Oswestry for 
nearly three decades. 

He said: “We really did feel the effect of the 
recession, probably at a slightly later stage, in 
2009. There was a massive drop in footfall. We 
didn’t give up but a lot did and the big boys 
suffered nationally. Woollies has gone, Little- 


woods, Bon Marche. But the small shops have 
survived because they can adapt themselves.” 

Mr Gliksman and his wife run Upstairs 
Downstairs, a specialist cookshop in Leg 
Street, where they have been for 27 years. 

He said: “We put the shutters down, our 
heads down and we tried to ride the recession. 
Very quickly we learned that if you stand still 
you are not going to go forwards, and some¬ 
times you can go backwards.” 

So they “took a risk”, expanded and diversi¬ 
fied by offering cookery workshops. “The 
response has been amazing,” he said. 

“Oswestry itself is holding its own. There 
are a few empty shops but not too many. No 
more than other towns. People say Oswestry is 


dying. It hasn’t died and it never will. My only 
worry now is the imminent development out 
of town.” 

Mr Gliksman, a former chairman of the 
town’s chamber of commerce, says he would 
have preferred to have seen the development 
kept within the town centre, to keep current 
shoppers and attract more in. 

Already doing a good job of attracting shop¬ 
pers to the town is its indoor market hall, one 
of Oswestry’s greatest assets, according to Mr 
Gliksman. 

Powis Hall market has been such a success 
that it won recognition in a national awards 
scheme this year, and was named best council- 
run market. It is open on Wednesdays, Fridays 


and Saturdays “In my opinion the indoor mar¬ 
ket should be open every day,” said Mr Gliks¬ 
man. “That in itself will attract people to 
Oswestry and we will all benefit from it.” 

He also said he believes the town would 
become stronger if short stay on-street parking 
was introduced. And he also called for the 
town’s two pedestrianised streets to be 
reopened to through traffic. 

“In a market town you need to have open 
streets,” he said. 

“Traffic has got to go through it even if it is 
one way. We need the reopening of the pedes¬ 
trianised, streets mainly Cross Street. It is a 
main artery in the town and they have just 
chopped it. We should also have on-street park¬ 
ing for 40 minutes so people can pop in and out. 

“These two things should be done with 
immediate effect. I think as soon as we do that 
the picture will change dramatically.” 

One of the little green shoots is Gordon Mills, 
who has just opened his first shop in Beatrice 
Street. He was a nurse for 22 years before real¬ 
ising his dream of launching his own music 
shop, Outwhere Records. 

“I have loved music since I was 13 and it has 
never stopped. It was a dream of mine to do 
something like this,” he said. 

“And best of all it’s in my home town.”

CRAIGNANT WOOD 

It is rare that a fair sized woodland is offered for sale in the North Shropshire/Welsh 
Marches area, but this is being corrected with the sale of Craignant Woodland 
close to Oswestry. With a total area of 57.7 acres (23.3 hectares), the woodland 
has good access and a central stoned track. It was bought by the present owner 
as a semi-derelict plantation from the Forestry Commission and replanted twelve 
years ago. 

The property lies on either side of the upper reaches of the Morlas Brook at 
Craignant, and grows over twenty species of tree. The new planting was for 
commercial conifers and occupies about half the area, mostly Sitka spruce and 
Douglas fir. These have established well and have been fully maintained by the 
present owner. The wood includes mature poplars and Scots pine, with the other 
half full of broadleaf trees such as oak, sweet chestnut and rowan, the latter with a 
spectacular berry crop for the wild life. 

A new owner should find enough firewood each year to supply a wood burner. In 
previous years the land has been let for a small family shoot and last year it was 
used for a day for an antique motor cycle rally! 

Apart from the stream this is a great property for conservation and amenity 
interest. The Spring sees a carpet of bluebells. Nesting birds recorded are green 
woodpeckers, dippers and ravens in the old Scots pine trees, and the wood boasts 
resident woodcock. The sale includes a small foresters hut, with comfortable 
arm chair!

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Early subsidy papents 
for farmers hit by snow

FARMERS in Mid Wales who 
lost livestock in heavy snow 
during the spring are set to 
receive subsidy payments six 
weeks early, it has been 
announced. 

Alun Davies, the Welsh Assembly’s 
Natural Resources Minister, 
announced that about 3,300 farmers 
will receive up to half their single farm 
subsidy from October 16. 

But farmers on the Shropshire side 
of the border will have to wait until the 


end of November to receive their pay¬ 
outs. 

Farmers across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales lost scores of sheep which were 
buried in inches of snow which fell last 
winter. Malcolm Roberts, who farms at 
Maesbury, near Oswestry, said at the 
time he had lost 20 sheep and up to 60 
lambs during the winter months. 

Farmers who meet certain criteria 
are given the single payment subsidy 
each year - but farmers in Wales are 
now set to receive their annual pay¬ 
ment early to “ease some of the pres¬ 


sures” they are under because of the 
bad weather. 

The news has been welcomed by 
NFU Cymru, which says its members 
are continuing to suffer because of the 
loss of livestock in the blizzard condi¬ 
tions. 

Ed Bailey, NFU Cymru president 
said: “Clearly I am pleased that the 
minister has taken action to help alle¬ 
viate some of the serious cash flow 
problems that farmers in these areas 
of Wales are facing as a result of the 
horrendous weather earlier this year.”

Flu is an infectious 
and common viral 
illness spread by 
coughs and sneezes. 

It’s not the same as the common cold but is caused 
by a different group of viruses. Symptoms tend to 
be more severe and last for longer. 

You can catch flu - short for influenza - all year 
round, but it is especially common in winter, 
which is why it is also known as ‘seasonal flu’. 

Flu causes a sudden high temperature, headache 
and general aches and pains, tiredness and sore 
throat. You can also lose your appetite, feel 
nauseous and have a cough. 

Flu symptoms can make you feel so exhausted 
and unwell that you have to stay in bed and rest 
until you feel better. 

If you are otherwise fit and healthy, there is 
usually no need to see a doctor if you have flu-like 
symptoms. The best remedy is to rest at home, 
keep warm and drink plenty of water to avoid 
dehydration. 

You can take paracetamol or ibuprofen to lower a 
high temperature and relieve aches. 

You should see a doctor if you have flu-like 
symptoms and you: are 65 or over are pregnant, 
have a long-term medical condition such as 
diabetes, heart disease, lung disease, kidney or 
neurological disease, have a weakened immune 
system 

This is because flu can be more serious for you, 
and your doctor may want to prescribe antiviral 
medication. 

Antiviral medicine can lessen the symptoms of 
flu and shorten its duration, but treatment needs 
to start soon after flu symptoms have begun to be 
effective. 

Antibiotics are of no use in the treatment of flu 
because it is caused by a virus and not bacteria. 

If you have flu, you generally start to feel ill within 
a few days of being infected. 

Symptoms peak after two to three days and you 
should begin to feel much better after a week or 
so, although you may feel tired for much longer. 
You are usually infectious - that is able to pass on 
flu to others - a day before your symptoms start, 
and for a further five or six days. Children and 
people with weaker immune systems, such as 



cancer patients, may remain infectious for longer. 
Elderly people and anyone with certain long¬ 
term medical conditions are more likely to have a 
bad case of flu, and are also more likely to develop 
a serious complication such as a chest infection. 
In the UK, about 600 people a year die from a 
complication of seasonal flu. This rises to around 
13,000 during an epidemic. 

The flu virus is spread in small droplets of fluid 
coughed or sneezed into the air by an infected 
person. These droplets can travel a metre or so 
and infect anyone within range who breathes 
them in. 

Flu can also spread if someone with the virus 
transfers it on their fingers. For example, if you 
have flu and you touch your nose or eyes and then 
touch someone else, you may pass the virus on to 
them. 

Similarly if you have flu and touch common hard 
surfaces such as door handles, with unwashed 
hands, then other people who touch the surface 
after you can pick up the infection. 

You can stop yourself catching flu in the first 
place or spreading it to others by being careful 
with your hygiene. 

Always wash your hands regularly with soap and 
water and regularly clean surfaces such as your 
keyboard, telephone and door handles to get rid 
of germs. 

Use tissues to cover your mouth and nose when 
you cough or sneeze put used tissues in a bin as 
soon as possible. 

You can also help stop the spread of flu if you 
avoid all unnecessary contact with other people 
while you’re infectious. You should stay off work 
until you are no longer infectious and feeling 
better.

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£l7m is 
achieved 
at auction 
for farm 

A 229-ACRE farm near 
Welshpool has been sold for 
£1.7million auctioneers have 
announced. 

The strong demand for 
farms and land was illus¬ 
trated as Whitehouse Farm 
at Buttington sold for 
£200,000 above its guide 
price, to a local farmer, at 
the auction conducted by 
auctioneers Halls in Shrews¬ 
bury. 

“The sale of Whitehouse 
Farm illustrates the current 
strong demand for farms 
and agricultural land,” said 
Halls’ chairman Peter Will- 
cock.

Pleased at garden glimpse 
of feisty feathered friend 


FOLLOWING the recent 
drought of birds in the gar¬ 
den, I was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised to see the return of a 
few of our feathered friends 
over the last week. 

The highlight was undoubt¬ 
edly a ‘mud dabbler’. A what? 
Ok, how about a ‘mud stopper’? 
Nope? A ‘nut hacker’ then? 

All the above are names for a bird 
that, however popular with birders, 
is actually a fairly under-researched 
species: the nuthatch. 

There are 24 different types of 
nuthatches in the world and our 
bird has by far the widest distribu¬ 
tion, as it breeds continually from 
Portugal to Korea and Japan. 

It is in fact Sweden and Belgium 
from which most of our knowledge 
about this bird comes. 

Descriptive 

However, the old English names 
above are at least descriptive of 
their habits. 

Nut hacker is fairly self-explana¬ 
tory and comes from the bird’s 
method of opening up nuts by jam¬ 
ming them into a crevice then ham¬ 
mering at them. 

But you’ll have to study your 
Nuthatch a bit closer to discover its 
namesake’s affinity for mud. 

Come spring, the species has a 
curious habit of plastering mud 
around the entrance hole to its 
nest. 

This seems to be done regardless 
of whether the bird has excavated

much of its own hole or if it’s satis¬ 
fied to take over a disused one, 
namely that of a great spotted 
woodpecker. 

The rather good thing about 
nuthatches, or whatever you want 
to call them, is that they can’t really 
be confused with any other bird. 

Unlike the brown and drab 
treecreeper, which only moves up 
the trunk of a tree, nuthatches will 
move both up and down. 

They used to be restricted largely 
to south-eastern England but the 
20th century witnessed a spread to 
the north, with breeding in Scot¬ 
land first confirmed in 1989. And 
what’s more, they’ve now moved 
into our gardens. 

It must be admitted that if you’re 
really keen to have nuthatches in 
your back yard, you’re best off 
planting a mature oak tree there, 
but they will occasionally visit gar¬ 
dens offering sunflower seeds with 
not an oak to be seen. 

This said, if they don’t choose 
your nest box to rear their young, 
it’s likely they will have found their 
natural nursery: said oak. 

And since they are a remarkably 
sedentary bird, seldom moving far 


from where they hatched, it’s likely 
there’s an oak tree within a kilome¬ 
tre of your garden, whether you can 
see it or not. 

I really quite admire nuthatches; 
they are bold and aggressive birds, 
able to stand their ground when 
larger species such as starlings 
attempt to intimidate them. 

But there’s good reason for this 
courage. They have a habit of tak¬ 
ing food from the bird table to store 
elsewhere. 

As mentioned, their favourite tit¬ 
bits seem to be sunflower seeds and 
this can lead to sunflowers sprout¬ 
ing in expected places. 

Territorial 

Yet most of the time they remem¬ 
ber where they’ve stashed their fare 
and this explains their strong terri¬ 
torial tendencies. 

The fact that food is stored within 
the territory strengthens the need 
to defend it. 

So if you’re lucky enough, as I 
fleetingly was this week, to have a 
mud dabbler, stopper or nut hacker 
in your garden, feel blessed for they 
are not seen there all that often. 

No British-ringed individuals 
have ever been recovered abroad, 
while similarly no birds ringed on 
the Continent have been found 
here. A truly loyal little British bird.

Superb new Audi Saloon 
answers all the questions 



The new Audi A3 Saloon looks set to win sales from its rivals The interior of the new A3, which is comfortable and high quality 



THE chatter amongst motor¬ 
ing journalists on route to test 
Audi’s new A3 Saloon was 
mostly questioning the Ger¬ 
man manufacturer’s decision 
to enter the sector. 

Just a few minutes behind the wheel 
of the all-new 1.4 TFSi S Tronic Sport 
and the answer was clear - another 
gem from the Audi conveyor belt. 

Winning 

Filling the void between the premium family 
hatch and an executive saloon the new A3 
Saloon goes into unchartered territory in the 
compact premium sector for Audi, but my bet is 
they will soon be winning sales from the more 
expensive BMW 3 series. 

From launch, buyers will have the choice of a 
138bhp 1.4 turbo petrol engine (which can 
deactivate half of its cylinders to save fuel while 
cruising) and a 178bhp 1.8 turbo petrol. A 
148bhp 2.0 diesel will also be available, while a 
sub-1 OOg/km C02 1.6-litre diesel will follow early 
next year. 

Today it’s almost impossible to drive a newly 
launched car without being introduced to a 
sales-catching gimmick. In the Audi A3 you 


seamlessly deactivate half of its cylinders to 
save fuel while cruising. 

The 1.4 petrol switches between two and four- 
cylinder mode so smoothly you don’t really 
know it’s happened and the resulting fuel sav¬ 
ings are enormous. A similar version is found in 
Audi’s large S and RS models. 

For the enthusiast that means this is an 
advancement of the Audi valve-lift system that 
varies valve stroke, it shuts down the second 
and third cylinders of the four-cylinder engine at 
low and moderate engine load during coasting. 

The system operates between 1,400 and 
4,000 rpm and torques up to 10ONm (73.76lb/ft). 


Switchover lasts 13 to 36 milliseconds, depend¬ 
ing on engine speed. 

This transition is accompanied by tweaks to 
fuel injection, ignition point and the throttle 
valve. As soon as the driver presses firmly down 
on the gas pedal, the cam units retract and the 
idle cylinders are reactivated. 

This car has a top speed of 134mph, will do 
0-62mph 8.4 seconds, has C02 emissions of 
only 109g/km and a combined fuel figure of 
60.1 mpg. That means you get free road tax for 
the first year and pay barely anything after that 
and pay fewer visits to the fuel pump. 

This Audi challenges traditional barriers in the 


sector and is the 47th model in Audi’s extensive 
range of options. 

The A3 Saloon is 15cm longer than the Sport- 
back, which increases boot capacity by 45 litres 
(to 425 litres). Though the boot is more than big 
enough to pass the golf club test the opening is 
shallow making loading up a little difficult. 

This may be a completely new car but is 
unmistakably an Audi and of course that means 
plenty of comfort inside too. There’s no problem 
coping with four six-feet adults and leg room is 
the same as in the Sportback. 

Audi has not cut back on any cost inside the 
cabin where everything is as classy and well 


appointed as on the entire company range. 

The saloon comes with the latest version of 
Audi’s MMI (multimedia interface) infotainment 
system as standard with the familiar central con¬ 
trol dial so you get plenty for your money. 

Behind the wheel is a comfortable place to be 
with lots of adjustment in both seat and steering 
wheel and the seat materials are of outstanding 
quality. 

The 1,4TFSi hits the road at £23,660 but the 
test car included Xenon lights, a comfort pack¬ 
age, which included auto-dimming rear mirror, 
a parking sensor system and cruise control. 

There was also heated front seats, cloth head¬ 
lining, tyre pressure monitoring, and one of the 
best Sat-nav systems available today - pushing 
the price up to £28,330. 

Expect this car to take off in a big way in the 
UK because I think it will attract both buyers 
looking to downsize and those looking to move 
up a level. 

And where will the sales come from? Proba¬ 
bly Mercedes CLA and BMW 3 Series drivers.

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New Civic delivers touch of ‘magic’ 


By Bill McCarthy 


HONDA has fitted ‘magic 
seats’ to its new Civic but 
you will find the real box of 
tricks under its bonnet. 

Scan down the spec sheet and one 
figure jumps out - incredible mileage 
claims of 78.5 could sell a car in its 
own right. 

The 1.6-litre engine, which is built in Swin¬ 
don, is aimed purely at the European market 
and the hunger for low C02 and high mpg fig¬ 
ures. In it’s publicity pack Honda boasts that 
the new engine can get you from to London to 
Paris and back twice on just one tank. 

Saves 

I didn’t test that 863-mile distance but the 
fuel needle refused to budge on my weekly 
commute and only really started moving on a 
trip up North. The engine not only saves you a 
huge amount of cash on the forecourt, but also 
on road tax and congestion charge where 
applicable. 

With all the focus on the engine it’s easy to 
forget that the Civic also performs well, looks 
good and is brilliantly equipped. Some eco- 
model cars feel sluggish and uninspiring to 
drive, but there is a good combination of 
acceleration and mid-range pull behind the 
wheel. It’s quite a big car to drive, but is still 
an agile performer with a smooth ride. It’s also 
an attractive looking car with the five-door fam¬ 
ily sized model looking like it belongs on a cat- 
walk rather than a car park. 

The wrap-around glass on the front, from 
days of old, has gone and the mid-window

mounted rear lights now jut out from the win¬ 
dow and appear to float in the air. It still looks 
low to the ground and athletic with concealed 
rear door handles, shark-fin antenna and 16in 
alloy wheels. 

On the inside the car has been laid out like 
the cockpit of a fighter jet. The instruments are 
wrapped around the driver and are all easily 
accessible and easy to use. 

The six-speed gear stick sits quite high in 
the central well below a clever touch-screen 
system that houses an easy-to-use sat-nav, 
DAB radio and premium audio system. 

All models have an Idle Stop button that can 
be switched on and off. 

Base models come in at under £20,000 and 
include LED daytime running lights, climate 
control, CD and heated wing mirrors to name 
a few. 


The mid-range ES model adds cruise con¬ 
trol, a rear view reversing camera, Bluetooth 
hands-free and an ultrasonic alarm. 

The EX tested had HDD navigation, pre¬ 
mium sound system with subwoofer, parking 
sensors and heated leather seats. 

Limit 

Honda says it has worked hard to limit the 
noise inside the car, but the wind noise at 
motorway speeds was probably my only bug 
bear on this car, and that was a hard one to 
find. 

The boot is the biggest in its class and there 
is loads of head and legroom for driver and 
passengers. 

Not content with innovations in clever radar 
safety systems and engine turbochargers, 


Honda has even waved the wand with the 
seats. They are billed as ‘magic’ and lift up, 
fold over and lock down in one easy move¬ 
ment for a quick 60/40 split. 

But even when somebody is sat in them 
there are huge spaces underneath the bases 
to store bulky items and there is the chance to 
slide through to the boot space. 

In the safety stakes the Civic has been rated 
as one of Europe's safest cars by NCAP. 

Honda is still a trailblazer in innovation and 
is always trying to improve fuel efficiency, per¬ 
formance and safety. 

The launch of this clever car with smart 
engine is a shot across the bows of competi¬ 
tors like VW, Ford and Audi who may have to 
find a little bit of magical inspiration them¬ 
selves.

Gee was overall runner-up in the men’s elite despite fin¬ 
ishing fourth while the duo’s GT Factory Racing team 
emerged the fastest in a season of dramatic racing. 

Rachel and Gee started the season with a bang, with dou¬ 
ble firsts at Fort William and Val di Sole an amazing boost, 
while Marc Beaumont (Craven Arms) earned some impor¬ 
tant points for the team, in particular at Fort William and 
Mont St Anne. 

The team’s mounting successes were marred by junior 
rider Taylor Vernon’s back injury before his first World Cup 
season had even got properly underway, which made the 
championship victory taste all the sweeter.

Gee’s eventual time of 3.26.817 was only enough for 
fourth place, but earned him second overall in the series.
